Text of Jones Statement.

61th Coast Artillery, U.S. A., 
Is Oldest Antiairecraft Unit 


Ps is the story of the 64th Coast Ar- 


tillery (A. A.), on duty at Fort 
Shafter, T. H., the oldest antiaircraft 
regiment in our Army. It will not be 
necessary to delve deeply into the 


archives to discover its beginnings, for 
antiaircraft artillery is a comparatively 
new departure in our service. 

On the 25th of May, 1921, the Com- 
manding General, Hawaiian Department, 
lirected the formation of a new regiment 


ot Coast Artillery, which was to be 
known as the Hawaiian Antiaircraft 
Regiment. The initial organization of 


the regiment took place June 3rd of the 
Same year, when sundry officers and en- 
listed men were transferred to it from 
the Coast Defenses of Honolulu and 
Pearl Harbor.

; ALL, U. S. A., the senior in his 
grade, will be the next Chief of Staff of 
the United States Army. Formal an- 
nouncement to this effect was made on 
Tuesday last by Secretary of War Davis 
following a conference with President 
Coolidge. General Summerall will as- 
sume office in December, when the term 
of Maj. Gen. John L. Hines, the present 
incumbent, will expire. 

As a result of the appointment of 
Major Gen. Charles P. Summerall as 
Chief of Staff, it would not be surpris- 
ing should there be quite a shift of Corps 
Aree Commanders. It seems generally 
understood that Major Gen. John L. 
Hines, retiring Chief of Staff, will not go 
in command of the Second Corps Area 
Headquarters at New York. This is a 
matter of personal determination on the 
part of General Hines. It is not unlikely 
that he will be given command of the 


Fifth Corps Area at Columbus, Ohio. 
Who will go to New York remains to 
be determined. There is a_ possibility 


of the transfer of Major Gen. William 
Lassiter from Chicago, IIL, or Major 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur from Balti- 
more, Md., to New York. It is expected 
orders regarding the assignment will be 
issued within the next week or 10 days. 
No decision has been reached as to the 
assignment to be given to Major Gen. 
Harry A. Smith. 
Appointment No Surprise. 

The selection of General Summerall 
occasioned no surprise in view of the 
announcements’ which have appeared in 
the Army and Navy Journal. It is re- 
garded in military circles as eminently 
fitting. General Summerall will bring 
to the office a great breadth of experi- 
ence. Outside of his brilliant military 
career, he is thoroughly informed on in- 
ternational affairs—a qualification looked 
upon as essential in view of the disarma- 
ment negotiations which are in prog- 
ress—and has enjoyed close contact with 
political, social and business conditions 
in the United States. Thus, he will be 
able to direct the affairs of the General 
Staff with an understanding of the sit- 
uation and views of the country, and } 
will be amply qualified to guide it, under 
the Secretary of War, in connection with 
existing and prospective questions, es- 
pecially that involved in the administra- 
tion’s policy of economy. 

General Summerall is known person- 
ally to the President as well as to the 
Seeretary of War, and is held in high 
esteem by General Pershing, General | 
Hines, officers now members of the Gen- 
eral Staff and officers throughout the 
country and our possessions. Moreover, 
he has many friends in the Senate and 
House of Representatives, and thus will 
obtain for the Army the benefit arising 
from those friendships. 

General Summerall’s appointment was | 
more a matter of routine than anything 
else, due to the recognition by the Presi- 
dent and the Secretary of his high quali- 
fications. Senior Major General of the 
Army, distinguished for service on the | 
field of battle, and able_administrator in | 
time of peace, he was regarded as the | 
logical officer to succeed General Hines. 
It is known that Secretary Davis con- 
sulted a number of officers in reference 
to the prospective Chief of Staff vacancy, 
and there was not one who did not join 
in eulogizing General Summerall. The 
latter was with President Coolidge dur- 
ing the past summer on the occasion of 
his inspection of the R. O. T. camp at 
Plattsburg. Thus, Mr. Coolidge had an 
opportunity to learn General Summerall’s 
point of view and to determine for him-

More Housing Funds. 
For U.S. Army Sought 


AS a further effort to improve housing 

conditions in the Army, Maj. Gen. 
B. F’. Cheatham, U. S. A., Quartermaster 
General, has recommended a further sale 
of more Army reservations not now of 
military value, in order to secure addi- 
tional funds for the construction of per- 
manent officers’ quarters, barracks and 
hospitals at posts not provided for in the 
present housing program. This addi- 
tional construction program asked for is 
to replace unsuitable and dilapidated 
temporary war time buildings not now 
fit for habitation at posts not provided 
for in the present housing program of 
$7,020,000. 

These recommendations have been for- 
warded to the Secretary of War, but un- 
til he makes the recommendations public 
in a bill to be introduced at the next ses- 
sion of Congress, the Quartermaster 
General’s office considers its recommen- 
dations confidential. 

There are still a number of unsold 
reservations which were among those 
authorized to be disposed of under tha 
present program of new construction, 
and these are expected to net quite a 
handsome sum for permanent construc- 
tion purposes. 

Sum From Sales Problematical. 

Just what sum it is expected to realize 
from the sale of the reservations still on 
the market is purely problematical. It 
is pointed out that any estimates made 
public now would be likely to effect the 
price of bids.

Two General Officers of Line 
Are Appointed by President 


THE appointment of Brig. Gen. Harry 
A. Smith, U. 8S. A., Assistant Chief 
of Staff, War Plans Division, as major 
general was made by President Coolidge 
on September 22, vice Maj. Gen. Robert 
L. Howze, deceased. At the same time 
President Coolidge also appointed Col. 
Herbert O. Williams, Inf., on duty at 
the War Department in the Inspector 
General’s Department, a brigadier gen- 
eral to fill the vacancy caused by the ad- 
vancement of General Smith. Both offi- 
cers are due to retire for age in 1930. 

General Smith at the time of his ap- 
pointment, stood No. 10 on the list of 
brigadier Generals. He was awarded the 
D. S. M., French commander of the Le- 
gion of Honor; companion of the British 
Order of the Bath; Order of Solidaridad 
from Panama; the Order of the Crown 
of Oaks, Luxemburg. His D. S. M. cita- 
tion follows: 

“For exceptionally meritorious and 
distinguished services. He rendered 
most conspicuous service as commandant 
of the Army schools at Langres, France,

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Approving Reems Germnla Accord, Editors Skeptical on Army Cut 





Wie the editorial opinions in both the home and foreign press are indicative 

of the satisfaction generally felt at the news of the proposed reduction of the 
French Army, they are also in accord with the view that upon Germany rests the 
responsibility of its effective continuance after its inauguration. The miraculous 
seems to have happened for linked with the announcement of the reduction of French 
military strength is the news of a rapprochement between Germany and France. 
No editor considers the propesed reduction as in any way impressive, but the “will 
to peace” exhibited by these two former arch-enemies holds for them the kernel of 
a reasonable hope for permanent stability in Europe. France is not regarded as an 
ardent advocate of disarmament. Consequently many editors point out that this 
latest move of the French war ministry shows how far that nation has come under 
the- influence of M. Briand and his “spirit of Locarno.” M. Briand, in an interview, 
which he gave out upon his return to Paris after his meeting with Dr. Stresemann, 
the German Foreign Minister, in the little Swiss village of Thiory, said among 
other things: 

“I fail to see why frank collaboration should not be possible between the French 
and German Governments. * * * I remain firmly attached to the idea of peace and 
the will to peace. France needs peace and can only gain by it. That is also the 
epinion of a goodly number of patriotic Frenchmen.” 


THE Paris Temps, commenting on the pourparler between M. Briand and Dr. 

Stresemann, Says: 

“A policy with such sweeping influence cannot be inaugurated until both gov- 
ernments have deliberated. * * * Certain national and international questions must 
be envisaged on both sides of the Rhine. Nevertheless, it marks an important 
stage in Franco-German relations and opens up vistas no one dared to hope for 
80 Soon.” 

From an interview given out in Geneva to the 
“spokesman” is the following: 

“The Germans are convinced that a lasting Franco-German accord can only be 
based on a complete mutual confidence, which means wiping out all political hold 
on Germany, whether this takes the form of military occupation or the right of 
supervision over German armament.” 

Across the Channel the British press expresses optimism at the course events 
are taking. The Observer, remarking on the proposed entente, says: 

“If, as’ we hope and think probable, this confident and courageous extension of 
the systematic Franco-German rapprochement is allowed to stand Western Europe 
may well begin to hope that its sacrifices have not been in vain and that the war has 
gone so far toward ending war as to close the most ancient and most perilous of 
European rifts.”

HE San Francisco Chronicle (Republican) argues that France has shown good 
faith to the world by her policy of Army reduction and by extending a welcome 
to Germany into the League of Nations, and adds, “That the Army has been a big 
factor in keeping the French Treasury in an impoverished state, and has been largely 
the cause of its financial and political troubles.” The nation has struggled between 
the need for economy and fear of her neighbors, it continued. “It took courage for 
Premier Poincare to propose and for the French people to accept so drastic a change 
in military policy. But it means that France will find it easier to balance her 
budget, to pay her foreign debts and maintain her commercial prestige. And even 
beyond this, it means that the Locarno treaty is to be kept in spirit as well! as in 
fact and that there is more good will in Europe today than for many years.” 

The St. Paul Pioneer Press (Republicans) says: “A good many things in this 
world, which seem to be necessary, can be done without when one hasn’t the money 
to pay for them. The ‘grand penitence’ to which an empty treasury has driven 
France appears to have suggested to the Government that it is possible to reduce 
the French Army from the standard, which, in more properous days was regarded 
as essential to national] security. * * * As France has armed principally against 
Germany, the reduction of its Army in the future will depend to a very considerable 
extent on the faith the French nation puts in the lasting qualities of its new accord 
with Germany.” 

The Kansas City Times (Republican) sounds a skeptical note when it says that 
too much hope must not be put in the scene enacted recently at Geneva when M. 
Briand welcomed Germany into the League. Quoting M. Briand’s words, “For 
France this means we have finished with war. * * * Machine guns have yielded 
to peace. * * * There will be no more war between us,” the Times remarks: 
“These words represent the ideals for which the world yearns. * * * But the 
enthusiasm of a moving occasion must not blind us to actual conditions. France 
undoubtely hopes there will be no war with Germany. But, nevertheless, she main- 
tains universal service and an Army in training of 660,000 men, which is to be only 
gradually reduced. * * * Europe understands the horrors of war as never before. 
She has had an impressive lesson in the need of arbitration. But the speeches at 
Geneva, significant as they were, do not mean the millenium is here.’ 


HE Indianapolis Star (Independent) feels that Germany’s entrance into the 
League has been a large factor in bringing about French military reduction, 
“The new security has come, but without the former fear of German revenge. French 
and German commercial interests have formed working agreements amounting in 
some instances to virtual monopolies, one of the surest methods of wiping out inter- 
national frontiers.”

The following changes will be put into 
effect during the coming school year. Some 
of these changes were initiated during the 
year just past: 

a. Emphesis will be placed on such in- 
struction as wil] better prepare officers for 
the all around duties now required of offi- 
cers of the Regular Army. The courses 
in Training Management (Methods of In- 
struction), the Army of the United States, 
Leadership, Discipline, -Psychology, and 
Military History, in fact, all courses which 
concern the regular officer when on duty 
with each component of the Army, will be 
enlarged and improved. Opportunities will 
be afforded students to give talks; to con- 
duct conferences; and to prepare training 
plans, schedules, and exercises of various 
kinds. They will be taught how to pre- 
pare and solve problems and how to impart 
such instruction to others. In short, they 
will be given practice doing those things 
required of officers on duty with all of the 
components of the Army of the United 
States. 

b. To make instruction more practical, 
the fellowing methods will be employed: 

School troeps will be used more fre- 
quently to assist in giving instruction in 
inspections, drills, and practical exercises 
of all kinds. These troops will be required 
to prepare themselves to illustrate model 
organizations in every phase of Cavalry 
training and administration. They will be 
required to exemplify model barracks, 
stables, equipment, transportation, and to 
show marked proficiency in every phase of 
training. Students will be required to 
make certain inspections and to report the 
results. When recruits and remounts are 
available, school troops will be required to 
prepare them for duty in the shortest pos- 
sible time. The schedules for this training 
will be made known to the students, and 
frequent opportunities will be given them 
to witness the daily drills and also to wit- 





phasize the importance of the care of ani- 
mals, and of marching and camping, and 
minimize the importance hitherto given te 
the finer points of equitation, horse shows, 
jumping, and polo. 

Emphasis will be placed upon the im- 
portance of the all around training re- 
quired by the American Cavalryman and 
upon the necessity for devoting a suitable 
proportion of the time available to each 
phase of training. 

An effort will be made to prepare facil- 
ities and to introduce a course in swim- 
ming for the rider and his mount 

Instruction will be given in the duties 
and responsibilities of officers of the vari- 
ous grades. 

Officers taking the Troop Officers’ Course 
will be required to train the remount as- 
signed them in the shortest possible time. 

The work performed by the instructional 
staff of the several departments throughout 
the year has been of a very high order, 
and it is entirely due to the interest and 
intelligence shown by them that The Cav- 
alry School has enjoyed such a satisfactory 
year. The policy should be continued of 
replacing from one-fourth to one-third of 
the instructors each year. The directors 
should be detailed from instructors having 
not less than one year’s experience in the 
department to which assigned. 

Instruction has been greatly assisted by 
the intelligent and helpful service given 
the several departments, through demon- 
strations and otherwise, by all the school 
troops. 

The remounts received by the Depart- 
ment of Horsemanship during the past year 
were of splendid type and of excellent con- 
formation. On account of the reduction in 
the size of the classes, a reduction of 60 
animals has been made in the total num- 
ber to be kept on band in the Department 
of Horsemanship.

measure, due to his vision, zeal, and ad- 
ministrative ability. He later showed 
marked executive ability as officer in 
charge of the administration of civil af- 
fairs in the German territory occupied 
by the American Army.” 

General Smith was born at Atchison, 
Kans., June 18, 1866.

Following 
the Armistice he was placed in charge 
of civil affairs in the zone occupied by 
American troops in Germany.

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Plans for Joint Maneuvers in 


Narragansett Bay Area, 1927 
FINAL plans for the Grand Joint 

Army and Navy Exercises to be 
held in the Narragansett Bay Area from 
the 16th to 23d of next May will be 
formulated shortly after the arrival in 
New York of Admiral Charles F. 
Hughes, Commander in Chief, U. S. 
Fleet on the Seattle on October 30. 

A complete plan of cooperation will 
be worked out in conferences between 
the admiral and his staff and the Army’s 
general staff, which probably will be 
held in Washington. 

Under the operations plan for the 
Seouting Fleet from Jan. 1 to June 30, 
1927, none of the battleships will be 
available for the maneuvers. The Wyo- 
ming, New York and Utah, will be un- 
dergoing their modernization and the 
Texas, Arkansas and Florida will be 
fitting out for the Midshipmen’s Practice 
Squadron. 

Supplementing the Battle Fleet, how- 
ever, will be the Light Cruiser Divisions, 
the Destroyer Squadrons and the De- 
stroyer Squadrons of the Scouting Fleet. 

Following the exercises the Detroit 
will sail on June 16 to relieve the Mem- 
phis as flagship of American Naval 
Forces in European waters. Destroyer 
Division 38 will go to Norfolk and from 
there will sail for the European station. 


CIVIL ENGINEER CORPS.

U. S. Armed Forces Again Serve 
Humanity in Florida Disaster 





(THE Regular Army, Navy, Marines, 

National Guard, and Coast Guard, 
and Reserve organizations were as 
usual among the first in the field with 
the Red Cross to aid in the great Florida 
hurricane, which destroyed millions of 
dollars’ worth of property and caused 
many deaths. These forces rendered 
every assistance possible, providing 
tentage and rations to homeles persons- 
preventing looting, and were ordered ta 
cooperate with Governor Martin in 
Florida relief work. Florida was of- 
fered the aid of the Army by Secretary 
of War Davis, and Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur offered the aid of the 
Navy. 

Army Cooperates. 

Secretary of War Davis sent the fol- 
lowing message to Gov. John W. Mar- 
tin, of Florida: 

“T desire to offer such assistance in 
connection with the disaster which has 
occurred in your State as is within 
means at the disposal of the War De- 
partment. Maj. Gen. Johnson Hagood, 
commanding Fourth Corps Area, has 
been directed by radio to render all pos- 
sible aid where immediate action is nec- 
esary to prevent extreme suffering, or 
where local authorities are clearly in- 
adequate to cope with the situation.” 

Maj. Gen. Edgar Jadwin, U. S. A.. 
chief of engineers, sent orders to Col. 
Mark Brooke, district engineer at Jack- 
sonville, to relieve the blocking of 
Miami harbor, if such condition existed 
as soon as possible. He further di- 
rected Col. John C. Oakes, district engi- 
neer at Charleston, S. C., to proceed te 
Jacksonvile, taking with him such of his 
force as he may need to cope with the 
situation. 

The Florida National Guard is on 
duty in the devastated area. 

Navy and U. S. M. C. Aid. 

In response to a request from Lieut 
Comdr. P. N. Linsley, U. S. N., acting 
commandant, Seventh naval _ district, 
that naval reservists be called to active 
duty to assist in Miami, the Navy. De- 
partment authorized him to recall mem- 
bers of the reserve to training duty for 
such a period as may be necessary in 
connection with the disaster. 

Comdr. Linsley was requested to 
notify the governor of Florida of the 
department’s action and to instruct the 
commanding officer of the reservists to 
cooperate with the militia. The First 
fleet division of Miami was the first to 
be recalled. It is commanded by Lieut. 
W. H. Green and is composed of 13 of- 
ficers and 91 men. 

The Marines, Capt. E. T. Lloyd, U. 
5S. M. C., commnading, landed at Miami 
to prevent looting. 

Coast Guard Brings Relief. 

In the sudden emergency the Coast 
Guard lived up to its motte “Semper 
Paratus.” The Coast Guard forces 
were immediately mobilized for relief 
work by Rear Adm. F. C. Billard, U. 8S. 
C. G., commandant, who placed Comdr. 
H. G. Hamlet, U. S. C. G., in command 
of the Coast Guard Florida relief ex- 
pedition comprising 1,000 officers and 
men now toiling amid the ruins of cities 
and towns within the hurricane area and 
supplying the inhabitants with food and 
shelter. 

The destroyers Downs, Cassin, Pat- 
terson and Shaw from the destroyer 
force with the cutters Manning, from 
Norfolk, Va.; Seneca from N. Y.; Tal- 
lapoosa from Mobile, Ala.; Yamacraw 
From Sayannah, Ga., and Saukee from 
Key West, Fla., were dispatched to the 
stricken area and ordered to coperate 
with Government and relief agencies. 

The Saukee landed Marines at Miami 
to prevent looting and then proceeded 
with medical aid and additional patrol 
boat to Bimini, in the Bahamas, where 
all beats and two churches were re- 
ported destroyed. 

The Tallapoosa was caught in a severe 
hurricane while proceeding from the Mo- 
bile to the east coast of Florida but 





weathered the storm and is now on re - 


lief work.

reduced, would be used by a nation having 
its vital policies adversely affected so seri- 
ously by another nation as to warrant re- 
sorting to war as an ultimate means. 

The limitation of armaments, however, 
by agreements between nations would 
end competitive building up of arma- 
ments and thus tend to lessen the prob- 
ability of war. 

The economic objective is essentially 
practical and may be accepted as a com- 
prehensible and compelling reason for 
the reduction and limitation of arma- 
ments. 

Economy Controlling Factor. 


In this objective impractical theories are 
replaced by the plain and vital principles 
that economic conditions of nations de- 
mand that expenditures for armaments 
must be reduced. If the subject be ap- 
proached from this point of view and a real 
necessity is accepted, it should be possible 
to bring about a reduction and limitation 
of armaments and it will only remain to 
agree upon an equitable basis for such re- 
duction and limitation that will be ae- 
ceptable to all nations concerned. In other 
words, it will be necessary to consider 
some practical basis on which it may be 
possible to reduce and limit the armaments 
of different countries to the end that the 
reached and 





economic objective may be 
competitive building may be reached. To 
accomplish this objective, it wil be abso- 


lutely necessary for each nation to be per- 
fectly frank and outspoken as to its true 
conditions and aims in the furtherance of 
this objective. In such a discussion it must 
be realized by all nations that each and 
every nation has its own interests to con- 
sider, and that the security of the indi 
vidual nation is paramount. 


Standards Proposed. 


The American Delegation has accepted 
the following standards by which it is pos- 
sible to measure the naval armaments of 
one against the naval armaments of an 
other country. 

1. Total tonnage. 

2. Tonnage by classes. 

3. Total number of ships in classes. 

4. Total tonnage of capital ships. 

Total tonnage of aircraft carriers. 

Total tonnage of auxiliary surface ships 
(cruisers and destroyers). 

Total tonnage of under-surface ships. 

When applying any standard it is es 
sential that the following subsidiary con 
siderations should be taken into account: 

(a) Age of ships; 

(b) Maximum tonnage of 
ship; ' 

(c) Maximum caliber of guns for each 
class of ship. 

Various delegations have expressed 
widely divergent veiws as to the relative 
applicability and practicability of the vari- 
ous standards of comparison of naval arm- 
aments above listed. 

Any standard of comparison that is 
adopted should lead in its application 
logically to a method by which the re- 
duction and limitation of naval arma- 
ments can be effected. 

Washington Principles Commended. 


Attention is invited to the fact that 
there exists at the present time a method 
of affecting reduction and limitation of 
naval armaments which has been applied 
practically to certain classes of combatant 
vessels. By following this method, agree- 
ment was reached between the various 
powers concerned to reduce the number of 
capital ships ahd aircraft carriers and to 
limit the total tonnage of each of these 
classes of vessels as well as the maximum 
size of the unit. This method now in oper- 
ation has stopped competitive building in 
these classes as between the powers signa- 
tory to this agreement and has fulfilled to 
a certain extent the object for which we 
are striving. The same basic method can 
be applied practically in the case of other 
classes of combatant vessels, and the Ameri- 
can Delegation beiieves further that an 
equitable allotment of tonnage in the other 
classes of combatant vessels should be pos- 
sible and practicable among nations de- 
sirous of reducing and limiting naval 
armaments. 

The following conditions are submitted 
for consideration, as it is believed that 
their acceptance in principle will aid ma- 
terially in effecting the reduction and lim- 
itation of naval armaments. 

1. That the total tonnage allowed in each 
class of combatant vessels be prescribed. 

2. That the maximum tonnage of a unit 
and the maximum caliber of gun allowed 
for each class be prescribed. . 

3. That so long as the total tonnage al- 
lowed to each class is not exceeded, the 
actual number of units may be left to the 
discretion of each power concerned. 

Ages Should Be Considered. 

In arriving at the value of tonnage al- 
ready possessed by any power with a view 
to possible reduction, consideration should 
be given to the ages of the individual 
units in each type in order to arrive at an 
equitable agreement as to immediate serap- 
ping and replacements. 

4, That the life of the unit of each type, 
that is, period when replacements may 
begin, be uniform and fixed by agreement 
between the powers concerned. 

5. That the standard by which the ton- 
nage ef the individual unit is measured, 
that is, what should be considered the

Equitable Methods Offered. 

In the case of existing armaments where 
the reduction in any types may be neces- 
sary in order to arrive at an equitable al- 
lotment in that type, the following general 
methods may be considered: 

1. Maintaining the present size of indi- 
vidual units and reducing the number of 
units in order to come within the allotted 
tonnage. 

2. Reducing the size of individual units 
in replacements and maintaining the num- 
ber of units 

3. Reducing both size and number of units 
in replacements. 

4. Extending the 
the different types, 
placements. 

In arriving at an equitable allotment of 
tonnage, the existence of naval bases and 
fortified ports outside of home territory 
should be given consideration. 

The construction and traffic in ships for 
other powers should be considered in any 
agreement in order that one nation may 
not be able to enhance its naval strength 
at the beginning of a war by purchase or 
by taking over ships on the stocks under 
construction for other nations. 

Surface Craft Excluded. 


The term combatant vessels as used 
above includes capital ships, airplane car- 
riers, crvisers (of all kinds), flotilla lead- 
ers, destroyers, submarines and all other 
types that may be included by agreement. 
It is suggested that surface craft below a 
certain tonnage, speed and number of cali- 
ber of guns may be considered as non- 
combatant for the purposes of reduction 
and limitation; also fuel ships, supply 
ships, tenders, repair ships, tugs and mine 
sweepers. 

For reasons already expressed it is not 
believed practicable to effect the limitation 
of naval armaments by considering naval 
budgets and expenditures. 

The advantage of the above method is 
that it has been applied practically in the 
ease of specified classes by five nations, 
and has accomplished the major purpose 
desired, i. e., the reduction and limitation 
of certain classes, thus reducing expendi- 
tures and stopping competition in building 
programs in those classes. 

Its application to other classes should be 
practicable and cdmparatively simple. 

It is suggested that the standard as set 
forth in No. 4, i. e.: 

Total tonnage of capital ships. 

Total tonnage of aircraft carriers. 

Total tonnage of auxiliary surface ships 
(cruisers and destroyers). 

Total tonnage of under-surface ships 
also may be applied practically as a method 
of reduction and limitation of naval arma- 
ments. 

In following this method practically 
the same conditions and restrictions as 
outlined above for the orignal method are 
applicable

RESERVE TRAINING WITH N. G. 

Editor, Army and Navy Journai: 

‘THE following report, which was sub- 
mitted by me to the executive of- 


ficer of the Coast Artillery Reserves, 
Presidio of San Francisco anent my 
active training with the 250th C. A., 


Calif. N. G., may be of interest to your 
readers. 

It was with that I re- 
ported to the adjutan', Capt. E. L. Mac- 
aulay, of the 250th C. A., N. G., on July 10. 
My services during the war had been with 
an old Regular Army outfit and since the 
war all my connections had been with the 


some misgivings 


Regular Army or the Reserves and I had 
not the remotest idea of the National 
Guard. Before the World War there ex- 
isted a bad feeling between the State and 
Federal troops and as my service had al- 
way been with the Regular establishment, 
I of course reacted accordingly. 

Gaptain Macauley informed me that I 
was assigned to A Battery and to report 
to Captain Frear Burk at the Battery Of- 


fice. Right then was the time that my old 


ideas began to change. Here was an office 
worthy of the name. Rolled top desks, 
tables, and complete office equipment. 
Field desk, typewriter and other office 
equipment packed ready to leave. It sort 
of looked like business. Nothing slipshod 


or inefficient in that office. 

Now the start—Everything had been ar- 
ranged before. There was no confusion. 
Plenty of transportation, plenty of room 
for all supplies and baggage. Not a hitch 
anywhere. The light column lined up in 
front of the Armory and was off on 


This light column consisted 
only of the light trucks, rolling kitchen 
and field cars. The heavy column of 12 
55 G. P. F’s and 12 15-ton tractors had left 
at daybreak well on its way to 
Los Gatos, the scheduled first night stop. 
Everything and everybody arrived at Los 
Gatos without mishap and pup tents were 
pitched, the rolling kitchens fired up and 
the evening meal served. Things were run- 
ning just as smooth as silk and my old im- 
pressions were getting jolt after jolt. 

Up at 5.30 next morning, broke camp, 
packed up. and away at 7. a. m. Through 
the Santa €ruz Mountains and at Camp 
McQuaile a few hours later. The advanced 
details had the squad tents up, the field 
kitchens going, and in an hour the regi- 
ment was settled in its two weeks’ home. 

Things started bang-up Monday. The 
guns arrived, were put in position, plotting 
rooms put in order, base and stations es- 
tablished and drills started. I want to see 
any regiment establish a camp, spade their 
guns in, and be prepared for action with 
less confusion and less time than did the 
250th C. A., N. G. 

By this time all of my ideas had been 
completely reversed and not by words, but 
by actions. To shorten a long storv. the 
camp was a complete success. Drill the 
first week, target practice the second. The 
three towed pyramidal targets were smash- 
ed to bits and the last battery had to fire 
at half a target and they smashed that. 

The camp was run on strictly war-time 
training ideas. The days were long and 
the work hard, but there was not an officer 
or a man who did not wish the camp was 
twice as long. The guns were limbered 
and sent back a day ahead of the light 
column and the stop on the return was 
made at San Jose. By Saturday after- 
noon, July 24, everything had been re- 
placed, property accounting made, the regi- 
ment paid, and the soldiers of the last two 
weeks were civilians again. 

You have asked for impressions. Here 
they are: * The 250th C. A., N. G., is the 
best equipped regiment of its kind in the 
United States. They are complete; they 
have everything and could be ready for 
action tomorrow. The men are conscienti- 
ous and hard workers. The officers are well 
trained and efficient, and are fit to com- 
mand. They could function faultlessly in 
the field at a moment's notice. There exists 
an Esprit de Corps in the 250th seldom 
seen in any outfit. The regiment is an 
old one and has the proud reeord of three 
valorous campaigns. 

The biggest thing of all is this: The Regu- 
lar Army, the Reserves and the National 
Guard are not three things—they are three 
parts of one thing. There exists not one 
bit of the old bad blood. They are all try- 
ing to help one another and to carry out 
the provisions of the Defense Act of 1920 
in spirit as well as in fact. They are not 
only trying, but they are doing it and this 
work that they are doing together is build- 
ing a cadre of trained officers around 
which an army can be assembled sufficient 
to defend our shores against the attack of 
any powers that might threaten.

Some of the old Coast Artillery posts 
at present housing Engineers and Infan- 
try troops in permanently built quarters 
are considered satisfactory. The docks, 
however, at most of the harbor defense 
posts are in a very dangerous state, and 
badly need repairing.

Fort Eustis, Va., where tractor- 
drawn and railroad artillery sta- 
tioned, the troops are housed in tempo- 
rary war time buildings, the quarters 
are in a very creditable condition. These 
have been made so at the cost of the 
training of the troops there. The de- 
tails of men for nonmilitary work at 
| Fort Eustis has been very heavy owing 
to a shortage of men, and considering

| this fact, the officers and men stationed 


there are given high praise for their en- 
terprise. 


“Running Water” at C. A. School. 

One of the worst examples of deplor- 
able housing conditions is at the Coast 
Artillery School at the important post of 
Fort Monroe, Va. Here some 50 officers 
and their families are quartered in tem- 
porary war-time barracks, which are di- 
vided off in small apartments. The heat 
is supplied by coal stoves, and it is im- 
possible to keep the quarters sufficiently 
warm in cold weather. 

There are great fire risks and these 
cause considerable anxiety, especially to 
families with small children. Many of

the quarters are not weather proof. 


A game young Army wife with a fam- 
ily of small children remarked recently 
of the quarters they occupy: 


“They are strictly up-to-date in one 
important respect, and that is we have

Infaniry Post Construction. 

Although the Infantry post at Fort 
Benning, Ga., is having some new bar- 
racks constructed out of an appropria- 
tion of $725,000, this is merely a drop in 
the bucket to what is actually needed in 
permanent construction work. Troops 
have been living in improvised house 
tents for seven or eight years, and the 
present authorized construction, while 
helping matters to a very great extent, 
will still leave much to be done. 

Down on the Texas border where the 
Second Division, composed of Infantry, 
Field Artillery, Engineers and Air Units, 
| 1s quartered, the troops at Camp Travis 
| are housed in old war-time shacks. At

Camp Stephen D. Little, a war-time can- 
tonment, the troops are also occupying 
old shacks. 

Fort Logan, Colo., where Infantry, En- 
gineers, and Signal troops are stationed, 
new and permanent buildings are needed. 
There are no appropriations yet avail- 
able for new construction at any of the 
above named posts. . 

The Cavalry School at Fort Riley, is 
in a very bad shape as to quarters, A 
they have been officially described as 
“regular fire traps,” but until funds are 
available, nothing can be done. and the 
present construction program does not 
include the Cavalry School. 

Another post that badly needs new 
permanent construction is the Presidio 
of Monterey, Calif., which was started 
as a cantonment, and where the 11th 
Cavalry, Field Artillery and Signal 
troops are stationed. No funds are vet 
available for new construction werk at 
this post. 

The construction officers of the Quar- 
termaster Department are doing the best 
they can with the appropriations in 
hand, and as fast as additional funds are 
available, other construction of perma- 
nent quarters at posts that badly need 
it will be begun. As it stands at present 
| the Services since the World War have 
not been provided for as well as the gen- 
eral population, for even the average 
laborer, it is held, is better housed than 
many troop units.

NEW A. A. TACTICAL EXERCISES MAY AFFECT TRAINING. 

N EXTENSIVE program of tactical exercises, which it is expected may have 
* far reaching results in the future training of Coast Artillery anti-aircraft 
units. was recently completed by the 62d Coast Artillery (A. A.) U. S. Army, under 
command of Col. M. G. Spinks, after five weeks in the field under direction of 
Major Gen. Charles P. Summerall, commanding the 2d Corps Area. The regiment is 
tioned at Fort Totten, N. Y., and left that post for Camp Upton, N. Y., to carry 
out maneuvers planned by Maj. Gen. Andrew Hero, jr., Chief of Coast Artillery, 
in order to afford a test of the recently prepared training regulations covering the 
tactical employment of the antf-aircraft service. 

The problems were prepared at the Coast Artillery School at Fort Monroe, 
and the umpires sent to Camp Upton in connection with the exercises were Lt. Col. 
W. S. Bowen, of the office of the Chief of Coast Artillery, who was concerned with 
the preparation of the training regulations, Maj. R. E. Guthrie, an instructor in 
the Coast Artillery School, in anti-aircraft, and Maj. B. H. L. Williams, an instructor 
jn anti-aircraft work, at Fort Leavenworth. 

The maneuvers are regarded as a great success, and of high value, crystallizing 
opinion on many points relating to the tactical employment of this rapidly developing 
arm. 

Colonel Spinks commanding the 62d, and all the other officers of the regiment 
are enthusiastic in their comment of the value of this systematic work. 
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CAVALRY TRAINING REGULATIONS SENT TO CHIEF. 

MAJOR J. J. O'Hara, U. S. A., recorder of the Cavalry Board at the Cavalry 
“"" School at Fort Riley, Kans., announced that the board has prepared and for- 
warded to the Chief of Cavalry, a Manual of Equitation and a new T. R. 425-90, 
the Regimental and Brigade Headquarters Troops and the Squadron Headquar- 
ters Detachment. It has recommended complete revision, along suggested lines, of 
a proposed T. R. 360-15, Training Draft Animals. It has proposed minor changes 
in the following Training Regulations: 

25-10 Instruction with Saber; 50-70 Saber exercise; 50-85 The Saddle Pack, 
Cavalry; 75-10 The Messenger and Agent; 150-20 Marksmanship, Pistol, Dismounted; 
150-25 Marksmanship, Pistol, Mounted; 162-5 Visual signalling; 195-5 Principles of 
Field Fortifications; 195-20 Standard Types of Field Fortifications; 320-10 U. S. 
Rifle Caliber .30 (Model 1903); 420-165 Infantry Headquarters Company; Staff 
Duties. Infantry Units. . 

It has under consideration at the present time T. R. 435-30, Tactical Employment 
of Antiaircraft Service, T. R.—Methods of Training, and T. R. 560-30, Applicatory 
Training Exercises. It is also revising T. R. 425-105, Employment of Cavalry. 

Under the heading “Armament,” the board has tested and recommended for adoption 
a new chamber cleaning brush for automatic arms, and a telescopic sight for the service 
rifle. It has tested and found suitable for the rifle, but slightly too powerful for the 
Browning Machine Gun, the new ammunition, caliber .30 (M-1) with 172 grain boat tail 
bullet. It has tested and recommended disapproval of a tracer ammunition, caliber .45; 
a modified stock (left) for the service pistol; and has recommended the issue of only 
one color in tracer ammunition, caliber .20. It has now under consideration an experi- 
mental cavalry saber, Hatcher receiver sights for service rifles, a machine gun tripod, 
and two types of semiautomatic shoulder rifles (Garland and Thompson). 

Under the heading “Equipment” the board has tested and recommended for adoption 
a pack cooking outfit, a machine rifle pack, a machine gun protractor, woven felt for 
lining McClellan saddles, an improved pistol lanyard, a pouch for carrying signal corps 
pliers and knife, and a four line terminal strip. It has tested and recommended changes 
in a picket line pack, and a binocular field glass. It has rejected after test an ediphone 
machine, a tent pin (40 d. nail), a gas mask (horse), and a coarse cloth for use as target 
cloth. In addition to the above, the board has recommended an emergency saddle soap 
made of castile soap and neatsfoot oil, a new spur strap, and a modified pistol holster. 
It has recommended various changes in visual signalling equipment, the machine gun 
instrument pack, and in standard code equipment. It has at present under consideration 
an experimental cavalry saddle, several styles of Elgin watches, a light wire pike, a 
pioneer pack, and a cross country Ford reconnaissance car. 

Under the heading “Miscellaneous,” the board has submitted to The Chief of Cav- 
alry. its annual survey of adopted types of armament and equipment. It has made a 
study of and recommended adoption of a skirmish fire test for inclusion in musketry 
training. It has now under consideration a study of the subject of antiaircraft protection 
for The Cavalry Division. 








NEW CAVALRY EQUIPMENT FOR ARMY TRIED. 
( ‘ONSIDERABLE interest attaches to two new pack outfits which have been under 
* trial by the Cavalry Board of the Army and have proved to be great improve- 
ments on previous equipment of that character. They are the Pack Cooking Outfit 
and Ration Outfit. Both these packs are carried on the Phillips Pack Saddle, which 
has a mohair pad. 

The Pack Cooking Outfit consists of four fire frames, four flanged bake pans, 
four boilers, two dippers, two butcher knives, two basting spoons, and one cleaver. 

The Rations Pack consists of one standard Phillips Pack Saddle complete with 
mohair pad. 

After a thorough trial in the field both these packs have proved of great advan- 
tage and are lighter and more compact than the old equipment previously issued. 
The basis of issue for both, are, three packs for Headquarters Troop, Troop, and 
Machine Gun Troop, of each of the two packs. 

There is still another pack being developed by the Cavalry Board, which is 
known as the Picket Line Pack, and this is under construction at the Jeffersonville 
Depot. As soon as completed it will be sent to the Cavalry Board for trial in the 
field. This Picket Line Pack consists of one standard Phillips Pack Saddle complete 
with mohair pad, one bridal halter 1910, articles of aparejo equipment as follows: 
two mantas, two lair ropes, one sling rope, and one lash rope. 
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MAJOR GEN. J. L. HINES, U. S. A., NOT TO ASK RETIREMENT.

General Hines most emphati- 
cally denied that he had any intention of requesting retirement for any cause, and 
Was at a loss to understand why such an unqualified assertion should have been 
published. The General is not due for retirement for age until May 21, 1932, and 
is the second senior major general of the line in the Army, having been commis- 
sioned in that office March 5, 1921. He became Chief of the General Staff Septem- 
ber 14, 1924. and it is understood that he is due for service with troops in December 
next.

ARMY ORDNANCE DEMONSTRATION AT ABERDEEN. 
THE Eighth Annual Meeting of the Army Ordnance Association at the Aberdeen 

Proving Ground, Md., October 8, will be of more than ordinary interest, and 
the military attaches of various foreign countries will be present to» witness the 
demonstrations of various engines of war of the latest description. Among the 
features will be experimental firing with the latest antiaircraft artillery. Partici- 
pating with the Ordnance Association will be the National Association of Manu- 
facturers, National Industrial Conference Board, the Reserve Officers’ Association 
of the United States, and the American Society for Steel Treating. 

Tests will be made of the firing equipment of the Army before it is issued ta 
troops for further test and use. Guns ranging from 16-inch seacoast cannon te 
Caliber .30 Springfield rifles will be fired. Ammunition, including airplane bombs 
containing 2 tons of TNT, armor-piercing projectiles weighing more than 2,00 
pounds, high explosive shell of all calibers and machine gun and rifle ammunition 
down to the cartridges for the automatic pistol will be fired. Tanks, tractors, etc 
will be shown in actual demonstration. At the air field the Army Air Corps wil 
show its latest and best aircraft. The Chemical Warfare Service will give a demon- 
stration of the last word in smoke screens and other smoke devices. The Field 
Artillery troops from Fort Hoyle will give a demonstration and show how a smoke 
barrage is laid down before troops advance, using the new types of guns and rifles 

A Business Meeting of the Army Ordnance Association will be held at whick 
the Hon. Benedict Crowell, of Cleveland, Ohio, President of the Association, will 
preside. 

Supper will be served at 6 p. m., and will be followed by a series of night 
firings. Arrangements have been made for reduced railroad fares, the round trig 
from New York being $8.42. 


GENERAL ANSELL HITS SERVICE PAY STOPPAGE. 
G ENERAL Samuel T. Ansel! has the happy faculty of hitting the nail squarely on 
the head. In the course of an argument last week before the District Supreme 
Court in a ease brought to compel the Interior Department to execute the will of 
an old Indian woman, which had once received final departmental approval, he 
made the following statement, which is of interest to the services: 

“Every year I see here more and more of the helplessness of the ordinary individual 
against the great bureaus of the Federal Government. Unhappily this is especially true 
of the undistinguished servant or ward of that government. The justice that freely 
should be accorded him is frequently denied. Many of these bureaus can no longer be 
depended upon to protect such an individual; instead, their settled policy seems to be to 
resist with all the power of government the individual’s claim, however rightful. A new 
and unworthy standard seems to obtain. Of this, this court has recent evidence in cases 
of arbitrary stoppage, by the accounting officials, of the pay of ill-paid junior officers of 
the Services. More and more are remedial Acts of Congress disregarded or ingeniously 
perverted. 

“Economy is the end relied upon as justifying such administration. Economy is the 
motive for such denials of justice. The individual, already over-burdened, must, at his 
own expense and with uncertainty attending all questioning of Federal power, resort to 
the courts to secure from the government that need of common justice which it is the 
government’s duty to grant him freely. In the long view it is not economy, and in no 
view is it justice.” 


“OFF AGAIN, ON AGAIN” STORY OF ZIRKLE ENDS 
‘INIS was written on the “On again, off again, gone again” story of Midshipman, 
now Ensign, Earl B. Zirkle, the Kansas graduate of the Naval Academy whose 
refusal last June to take the oatl and accept a commission brought him into the 
limelight, when on September 22, en route to his new duty aboard the California, he 
dropped into the Navy Department and informed the Secretary that he was now 
ready to accept his commission as ensign. After the oath had been administered his 
commission No. 71, dated as of June 3 was duly issued to him. Subsequent to 
announcing last week that he would accept a commission, he reconsidered and re- 
fused to take the oath on September 20. He was then ordered to the California for 
duty as a midshipman.

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West Point Cadets Parade to 
Stirring Regimental Marches 


VERY fine custom introduced by 

Brig. Gen. Merch B. Stewart, U. S. 
A., Superintende:it of the Military Acad- 
emy, is that which has the Military 
Academy Band play various Regiméntal 
Marches at the Cadet parades which oc- 
cur each evening (except Wednesday 
and Saturday evenings during Septem- 
ber) and on Sunday evenings during Oc- 
tober and November. This custom was 
started by General Stewart last sum- 
mer and is being continued through the 
fall parades. It will form hereafter a 
feature of every Cadet parade whenever 
possible. 

One purpose of this custom is to bring 
the Corps of Cadets into closer touch 
with the rest of the Army. The music 
for a particular regiment is played on a 
date as near as practicable to that of 
the organization day of the regiment 
concerned. All officers and former offi- 
cers of the regiment so honored, whethei 
stationed at West Point or not, are cor- 
dially invited to be present. Seats in 
the rear of the reviewing officer are 
specially reserved for them on the oc 
casion. 

How Songs Were Adopted. 

Cencerning the twenty-three marches 
being played this fall there are several 
interesting points. Three regiments have 
adopted songs to the tunes of “The Girl 
I Left Behind Me,” “Semper Fidelis,” 
and “Annie Laurie.” One regiment, the 
42nd Infantry, made up of enlisted men 
from Porto Rico, has for its march 
“Ecos de Borinquen,” whose name indi 
cates its origin, Borinquen, being the old 
Indian name for Porto Rico. Two regi- 
ments, the 34th Infantry and the 11th 
Infantry, have adopted a march called 
“Le Regiment de Sambre et Meuse,” in 
commemoration of their having fought 
along these rivers during the World 
War. One regiment, tne 45th Infantry, 
stationed in the Philippines, has adopted 
a march of Spanish origin called “Alerta 
Voluntaries.” One regiment uses the 
tune of the “French National Defile 
March.” 

Among the many regimental marches 
several deserve special mention. The 7th 
Infantry, for instance, which has 
adopted “The Girl I Left Behind Me,” 
first heard this tune played by the Brit- 
ish band during the battle of New 
Orleans in 1815. The regimental march 
of the 7th U. S. Cavalry, “Garry Owen,” 
is first recorded as having been played 
at the battle of Washita, in 1868. It 
was played at dawn as the signal for 
the charge of the 7th Cavalry on Black 
Kettle’s Cheyenne Indian village.

General Pershing Declines to 
Be Candidate for Legion Head 


EN. JOHN J. PERSHING, U. S. A., 
in a formal letter to George Wash- 
ington Post, American Legion, Washing- 
ton, D. C., September 18, 1926, stated 
that he is not a candidate for the honor 
of being national commander of the 
American Legion. The following is the 
letter: 

Since my return from abroad, I have 
learned of the very complimentary reso- 
lution by George Washington Post, pro- 
posing my name for the high office of Na- 
tional Commander of the American Legion. 

As a charter member,I amin accord with 
the noble aims and purposes of the Legion, 
and retain an abiding interest in its wel- 
fare and development. I shall ever cherish 
asociation with its veteran membership. 

The Legion has become an invaluable as- 
set to the nation. Its unwritten code. im- 
poses an obligation to guard in peace these 
tenets of liberty so gallantly and un- 
selfishly defended in war. It righteously 
stands for the maintenance of law and 
order, and its infiuence for good citizen- 
ship should be far reaching. 

Necessarily the duties and responsibili- 
ties of the commander are manifeld. He is 
at once the Legion's executive and repre- 
sentative, and also the expenent of its pa- 
trietic principles and ideals. As head of 
the organization, he can do no less than 
devote himself wholly to its affairs. 

Because of important work that I have 
in hand at present, it would not be possi- 
ble for me to give exclusive attention to 
this task which efficient leadership de- 
mands. I am, therefore, compelled to deny 
myself the opportunity for an honor that 
night well crown the career of any soldier. 

I am not a candidate for the office and 
have not authorized the use of my name in 
that connection. I shall be content to serve 
in the ranks. 

Thanking you for the confidence which 
your acticn implies, I pledge anew my 
loyalty to the Legion and my support to 
the man who may he chosen National Com- 
mander. 


GRAVE DESECRATION DENIED. 

Col. T. Bentley Mott, U. S. A., mili- 
tary attache at Paris, France, in a cable 
to the War Department September 20, 
forwarded official denial from Col. Fred- 
erick W. Van Dyane, Q. M. C., U. S. A.

THE NEW CHIEF OF STAFF. 
NNOUNCEMENT of the selection of Major General Charles P. Summerall as 
the next Chief of Staff is indicative of the purpose of the President and the 
Secretary of War to maintain the General Staff on the high plane of efficiency 
which it has achieved under the direction of Major General John L. Hines. It is 
indicative also of a determination to place in charge of Army affairs, next to the 
Secretary of War, an officer, fitted by ability and experience, to discharge the 
onerous duties involved, as well as to preserve those customs of the Military Es- 
tablishment which assure the continuance and development of service morale. 

The Country and the Army accept the appointment of General Summerall as 
an entirely natural event, the logical sequence of a combination where the man 
fits the office and the office has sought the man. Many have had opportunities of 
service, but few have grasped them with the exceptional ability and address of 
General Summerall. Regarded by General John J. Pershing as a genius in the 
art of war, a master strategist as well as a master tactician, and above all a leader 
of men, as his conduct of the several campaigns in France entrusted to him demon- 
strates, General Summerall is no less an executive and administrator of high merit 
in peace. The latter qualities he particularly has displayed as commander of the 
2d Corps Area, where his contact with politicians, and business and professional 
men and his happy remarks at public gatherings, made many friends for the 
Army. Translated to Washington, where close relations with the Administration 
and the Congress are of first value, General Summerall will have for cultivation 
a field of great importance for the Service. The qualities which have won him 
success elsewhere peculiarly fit him to win equally great success in the National 
Capital. 

It is a matter of satisfaction to us that the Army and Navy Journal never 
faltered in the conviction, based upon authoritative information, as the Service 
knows, that General Summerall would be appointed Chief of Staff. Indeed, the 
officers whose names were mentioned in the current gossip regarding the position, 
officers who enjoy the friendship an@ respect of General Summerall, never enter- 
tained the notion that he would be overlooked. Thus, in the Army itself there 
are no disappointments, but on the other hand the realization of an expectation, 
and an appreciation of the fact that just merit has been crowned with the highest 
reward available. 

The President and the Secretary of War, and General Summerall as well, are 
entitled to the hearty congratulations of the American people and that part of it 
which forms their National Defense. 


MORE POWER TO THE TIMES. 

HE New York Times, in an artistic edition, celebrated its seventy-fifth anni- 

versary last Sunday. Such an event constitutes a landmark in the history 
of the Nation; for a newspaper, which has been in continuous operation for three 
quarters of a century, and especially such a product of the art as the Times, has 
written the principles it has advocated indelibly upon the life of the people. The 
Army and Navy Journal is a younger brother of the Times. It has attained the 
mere age of 63 years. Moreover, it was in the old building, 39 Park Row, occu- 
pied by the Times, that a part of the infant period of the Journal was spent. 
Therefore, year in and year out we have followed the Times. We thoroughly ap- 
proved the vigorous support of Lincoln and his principles which the Times gave 
in such hearty measure. We were in full accord with the Times’ courageous attack 
upon the Tweed Ring and its subsequent exposures of political rottenness. We 
like and admire the sound basic principles of law, order and liberal government 
which ever have inspired its policy. On questions of national defense the Times 
ilways was and is today an expounder of truth, an exponent of right, and an advo- 
jate of the country’s need. There have been occasions, of course, when we failed io 
igree with a view taken by the Times; it would not expect slavish acquiescence in 
its opinions when it has sought deliberately to educate its readers to think for 
themselves upon the impartial news reports it publishes. But even when we dis- 
agree, we realize the honesty and integrity of the opinions expressed, and we 
extend that cordial respect which sincerity of purpose always commands. 

So, Mr. Ochs, who has maintained and advanced the high standards of the 
Times, and the able staff with which he has surrounded himself, we seize this op- 
portunity to extend our congratulations, to wish for the Times progress along the 
wise lines heretofore pursued, and mounting influence for the welfare of the 
American people. 





INVESTIGATING OUR NAVAL STRENGTH. 
(CONGRESSMAN BLACK, of New York, plans to force a Congressional investi- 
‘ gation into the naval strength of the United States. Such an inquiry would 
be beneficial to National Defense especially at a time when there is so much talk 
of economy and disarmament. It would establish that the United States is below 
both Great Britain and Japan in the 5-5-3 ratio solemnly agreed upon in Wash- 
ington and regarded as the minimum for the defense of the nations which signed 
the conventions. That ratio represented a tremendous concession by the United 
States. It was a definite surrender by us of dominance of the seas, which the 
completion of our shipbuilding program would have realized. Done in the cause 
of peace, it was accepted by the country, and the Navy loyally supported the 
policy which it expressed. But the ratio having been fixed, the principle of equality 
became the basis of American strength upon the ocean. Yet the United States 
has not maintained that ratio nor that equality. In other words, we have cast 
aside the minimum of material and personnel which we proclaimed to the world 
we intended to keep and which in the judgment of our experts was and is es- 
sential for the protection of the United States and its vast interests. 
Congressman Black points out that there is no real will toward disarmament 
in Europe. He likewise views with concern the spirit of unfriendliness towards 
as which pervades that @ontinent. He adds—and his sentiment we applaud: 


“There can be no greater problem before Congress than the National De- 


fense, and unless we are keen to keep up our strength, we men of Congress are 
~ 


absolutely derelict in our prime duty towards the country.

Reserve Officers Favor More 
R. O. T. C. Units and Training 


HE Reserve officers throughout the 
country are in favor of the estab- 
lishment of more R. O. T. C. units, and 
desire that sufficient appropriations be 
made for the training of all combat 
troops during the year, it has been in- 
dicated by resolutions passed by dele- 
gates to several State conventions. These 
resolutions will be taken up, with others 
at the annual convention of the Reserve 
Officers’ Association of the United States 
in Norfolk, Va., in October. 

A few resolutions passed in -different 

States, follows: 
Texas. 

That it is the opinion of this convention 
that vacancies should not govern promo- 
tion or limit the number commissioned. 

That this ‘convention recommend that 
the funds set aside each year in the Eighth 
Corps Area for Reserve Corps activities 
be allotted in one lump sum in place of the 
four quarterly allotments, in order that 
the Corps Area Commander may plan the 
training of officers properly. 

That this convention urges the com- 
manding General of the Eighth Corps Area 
to adopt the policy of appointing in charge 
of Reserve affairs at Corps Area Head- 
quarters, an officer of a grade not less 
than Colonel, and whenever possible, whose 
rank shall be higher than that of any 
Regular Army executive assigned to a 
unit of the Reserves in the Corps Area. 

Pennsylvania. 

Reserve Officers, who during a five (5) 
year period, do no active duty, attend no 
contact camp, convention or assembly of 
Reserve Officers, take no correspondence 
course, purchase no uniforms or equipment, 
subscribe to no service periodicals, pur- 
chase no technical military publications, 
are not members of or contributors to 
the Reserve Officers’ Association or the 
Association of the Army of the United 
States, assist in no way the recruiting of 
the Regular Army, the National Guard 
or the Citizens Military Training Camps, 
make no efforts to advance preparedness, 
or combat Sovietism and Pacifism, and 
do not answer military correspondence, 
are essentially civilians, and their identi- 
ty with the corps tends to weaken it, dis- 
sipate the voluntarily contributed funds 
of the Reserve Officers’ Association in 
sending circulars and notices, and lowers 
the morale of the corps. The commissions 
of such officers should never be renewed, 
and the corps and the promotions therein 
strictly limited to those who regard them- 
selves and their commissions seriously. 

The commisisoning of individuals in the 
technical branches of the service in the 
higher grades from civil life, without pre- 
vious service, because of their standing as 
surgeons, civil or electrical envineers, com- 
mercial, industrial or railway executive, 
lawyers or bankers, over the heads of of- 
ficers of the Reserve of long service in 
peace or war, or both, is fundamentally 
an error. 

The intended value of these men in the 
corps growing out of their high standing 
in the community is rarely in evidence in 
experience, such persons very rarely pay- 
ing attention to the corps after entry 
therein, and the discouragement of junior 
officers by such action far outweighs the 
benefit contemplated.

Maj. Gen. C. P. Summerall to 
Be New Chief of Staff, U. S. A. 


(Continued From First Page.) 
Chaffee, commanding the American 
forces, for the brevet of captain for his 
“gallantry in action and for his efficient 
‘ervices in storming the gate of the Im- 
erial City, Pekin.” Colonel Daggett, 
ommanding the 14th U. S. Infantry, also 
praised Lieutenant Summerall in an offi- 
‘ial report which stated that “he did 
-plendid werk with a section of Battery 
F during the battle on Aug. 15, 1900.” 

General Summerall was born at Lake 
‘ity, Fla., March 4, 1867. He received 
iis early education at Porter Military 
\cademy. He was graduated from the 
1. S. M. A. in 1892 and assigned to the 

st Infantry. He transferred to the 5th 
\riillery March 6, 1893. When the 
Spanish War broke out he was appointed 
\ide-de-camp to Majer General Graham, 
ommander of the 2d‘ Army Corps. In 
December, 1898, he was appointed aide- 
de-camp to Brigadier General Penning- 
ton, and in addition to his other duties 
was engineer officer of the Department 
of the Gulf. He accompanied the 5th 
Artillery to the Philippine Islands and 
participated in several engagements 
against the insurgents. 

From 1900 to 1901 he served in China 
during the Boxer uprising. While later 
serving in Alaska he located and con- 
structed Fert William H. Seward. On 
his return to the United States in 1903 
he served at varicus Army posts until 
1965 when he was on duty at the Mili- 


tary Academy as senior instructor in 
artillery tactics. General Summerall, 
from 1914 to 1917, was assistant to the 


Chief of the Militia Bureau and was in 
charge of Field Artillery of the National 
Guard. In May, 1917, he was promoted 
to colonel. From April to July, 1917, 
he was a member of the Military Mission 
to England and France. 

In August, 1917, he was appointed 
brigadier general of the National Army 
and assigned to the command of the 
67th Field Artillery Brigade of the 42nd 
Division. He sailed for France October 
18. On December 22, 1917, he took 
command of the First Artillery Brigade 
of the First Division and found the Di- 
vision preparing to enter the line north 
of Toul. These were the first American 
troops to hold a sector. When the Ger- 
man drive began in March, 1918, the 
First Division proceeded to Picardy, 
where it took over the Cantigny Sector. 
In May, 1918, Cantigny was captured as 
a result of the first American offensive. 


In June, 1918, General Summerall 
was appointed a major general and 
was assigned to the command of the 


First Division. He commanded this Di- 
vision during the terrific fighting at 
Soissons where, after most heroic efforts, 
the Division took all of its objectives; 
and at the St. Mihiel where the Divi- 
sion was charged with connecting with 
the attack on the west of the salient. 
He again commanded in the first phase 
of the Meuse-Argonne. 

On October 11, 1918, General Sum- 
merall was promoted to the command 
of the Fifth Army Corps which oc- 
cupied the center of the American line. 


This corps was distinguished for its 
rapid and overwhelming advance in 
the assaults that occurred from then 


until the Armistice. 

After the Armistice General Sum- 
merall commanded = successively the 
Fifth Army Corps and the Ninth Army 
Corps in France, and the Fourth Army 
Corps in Germany. He was one of t!e 
American generals invited to be present 
at Versailles at the signing of the treaty 
of peace. In July, 1919, he was ap- 
pointed a member of the Allied Mission 
of Generals at Fiume. He returned to

Navy Aviation Class Pensacola 
May Be Reduced Due to Loss 
J)'SPOSITION of the # present aviation 
class at. Pensacola, Fla., and the 
question of curtailing the number in the 
next class will await detailed reports of 
the damage done at the Naval Air Sta- 
tion. Until the extent of havoc wrought 
by the hurricane is known no decision 
will be made as to the future policy. 

One class in flight training is nearing 
the end of its course, and it is considered 
highly probable that the recommenda- 
tions of the commander of the station, 
Capt. F. B. Upham, that the members 
be graduated now instead of about the 
first of December as scheduled, will be 
followed. 

The foiilowing dispatch includes the 
commanding officer’s recommendations 
and all the information available as to 
the damage done with the exception of 
an earlier dispatch which placed the 
monetary loss at a million dollars and 
an estimate that two million would be 
required to reconstruct the station to 
insure immunity from similiar storms:

for judgment expenses in department of 
Bluefields, Navigation of Rio Escondido free 
to American boats in legitimate trade. Re- 
lease of prisoners to be discussed in con- 
ference but prisoners may be exchanged 
with Moncado. All disputes subject to arbi- 
tration by Admiral Latimer or officere 
designated by him. Armistice is to begs 
at once not later than September 23.”

of armortes. In this connection the state- 
ment may be safely made that no other 
State can show a better rapprochement 
between the citizens and the State mili- 
tary force. An amendment to the State 
Armory law was recently secured making 
it possible to expend $50,000 for one and

ganization quartered in an armory, and 
$60,000 for one and $25,000 additional for 
each mounted organization. 
The Great Camp Perry Range. 

With the best rifle range in the country 
located at Camp Perry, which also is 
one of the best camps of its kind to be found 
anywhere, there is no preblem in Ohio in 
connection with a suitable place to hold 
field training. The present field training 
period is the nineteenth year at Camp 


Perry With the exception of Headquar- 
ters 37th Division and Detachment, the 
Field Artillery, Division Signal Co. and 


Motorcyele Co., ordered to Camp Knox. 
Ky., all troops of the Ohio National Guard 
were ordered for field training this year 
at Camp Perry. A school for officers and 
non-commissioned officers preceded the en- 
campment of troops. The’ reservation, 
ideally situated on Lake Erie and having 
its own power, water and sewage disposal 
plants, is constantly being improved by 
addition of more and better roads, new 
buildings, better range facilities and other 
additions and betterments. The range fa- 
cilities are now ample for rifle, pistol. 
trench mortar and 37 mm. howitzer and 
field artiflery instruction. 
High Class of Recruits. 

The Guard of Ohio is at the present time 
securing large numbers of excellent young 
men such as may be found in the grad- 
uating classes of the high schools. Hun- 
dreds of them, judging from the many en- 
listments, are impressed with the fact that 
there is no better way to ‘secure training 
and discipline than by entering the Nua- 
tional Guard. The advantages of technical 
and specialized imstruction are many, and 
thus these young men have the oppor 
tunity not only of benefiting themselves 
but of being a direct asset to the State 
and nation They are finding, teo, that 
their training as soldiers is not the only 
benefit to be derived. They receive the 
best of care and attention and their health 
is zealously watched. Ohio was the first 
State to adopt a general program of chloe 
rine gas treatments for troops. These treat- 
ments, designed to stamp out respiratory 
and skin diseases, have already proven a 
big help. More than 2,500 were adminis- 
tered last year at the training camps and 
preparations are being made to adminis- 
ter many more this year. Athletics are 
coming into their own on the training pro- 
gram of the Ohio National Guard. Field 
and track competition, under careful super- 
vision of officers who are trained athletes, 
was undertaken last summer with satis 
results 

A Dependable Force. 

There is no outstanding need in the Ohio 
National Guard today beyond that which 
confronts each and every other State, viz: 
maintenance of sufficient appropriations to 
enable it to funetion and operate within 
the intention of the National Defense Act. 
That the National Guard can be depended 
for the nation’s defense is well 
known It performs service far in excess 
of its cost. Even in those few emergencies 
arising within the State since the guard 
was organized, it has proven an invalu- 
able asset as & peace time organization. 
Any reduction in necessary funds and 
equipment tends to decrease its efficiency. 
There should be no let-down in that re- 
spect. Recognition of that important fact 
is the crying need today because it directly 
affects our very national security. The 
officers and men of the National Guard are 
ready and willing to do their part, but 
they, too, are human; continued reverses 
ire bound to leave their imprint on them. 

Ohio supplied a full division—the 37th— 
during the World War. One full regiment. 
the 166th Infantry, formerly the Fourth 
Ohio National Guard Regiment, served 
with the 42nd or Rainbow Division. There 
were also the Ninth Battalion of colored 
troops, later a component of the 372nd In- 
fantry, and the Bighty-third National Army 
Division Altogether there were 263,000 
men supplied to the various branches of 
the service, and of these 26,138 were Na- 
tional Guardsmen.

Camp Meade Experiments Will 
Test Vulnerability of Tanks 


THE Tank Board of the Army began 

a series of experiments at Camp 
Meade, on Sept. 24, and to be concluded 
on Sept. 25, to determine the vulnera- 
bility of tanks to explosives, and to high 
explosive shells. 

Two obsolete light tanks and two ob- 
solete heavy tanks will be used in the 
following tests: 

The Light Tank: 1. The amount of 
explosive necessary to certainly destroy 
the tank when exploded in contact with 
the track. 

2. The amount of explosive neces- 
sary to permanently destroy the tank 
when exploded under the belly of the 
tank. 

3. The amount of explosive neces- 
sary to permanently destroy the tank 
when exploded two feet from side of the 
tank at a depth of one foot in the 
ground. 

.4. The amount of explosive neces- 
sary to permanently destroy the tank 
when exploded five feet from side of the 
tank and at a depth of one foot in the 
ground. 

5. The effect of a 3-inch high ex- 
plosive shell exploded in contact with 
the tank. 

6. The effect of a 3-inch high ex- 
plosive shell exploded under the belly of 
the tank. 

7. The effect of a 6-inch high ex- 
plosive shell exploded in contact with 
the track. 

8. The effect of a 6-inch high ex- 
plosive shell exploded under the belly of 
the tank. 

The Heavy Tank: 1. The amount of 
explosive necessary to certainly destroy 
the tank when exploded in contact with 
the track. 

2. The effect of a 3-inch high ex- 
plosive shell exploded in contact with 
the track. 

3. The effect of a 6-inch high ex- 
plosive shell exploded in contact with 
the track. 





Battery “B,” 63rd Coast Art., 
Does Remarkable Shooting 


BATTERY “B”, 63rd Coast Artillery 

(Antiaircraft) from Fort Winfield 
Scott, Calif., established what is claimed 
as a world record in night target practice 
when firing 3-inch aintiaircraft guns at 
towed sleeve targets. The battery, com- 
manded by Capt. William C. Braly, 63rd 
C. A. (AA), fired 77 shots in a minute 
and one-half at sleeve target moving 90 
miles per hour. 

The records show the small sleeve was 
in the danger zone of 25 of the bursting 
shells, and there were more than 500 
holes in the sleeve made by the shrapnel 
shells as they exploded in the air. This 
number of holes is unprecedented, so far 
as records available show, and estab- 
lished what is believed to be a world’s 
record. The target was two miles from 
the battery and approximately one mile 
in the sky.

THE entire Cavalry of the U. S. Army 

will be represented in competition 
at various posts for the honor of the 
best unit in the Army, under a program 
arranged by Major Gen. H. B. Crosby, 
Chief of Cavalry. This will be the first 
annual test, and great interest attaches 
thereto. 

Below is the list of organizations to 
compete and the places at which the 
competition will -be held, as announced 
by General Crosby. The competitions 
will be held between Sept. 23 and Oct. 15 

Troop “C,” First Cavalry, Marfa, 
Tex.; Troop “F,” Second Cavalry, Fort 
Riley, Kans.; Troop “F,” Third Cavalry, 
Fort Myer, Va.; Troop “B,” Third Cav-

This annual test, in which one troop 
from each regiment or separate squad 
ron is to participate, is designed to de- 
termine the most efficiently trained troop 
of Cavalry in the Regular Army each 
year. 

The troops listed above to represent 
each regiment and separate squadron 
are those having the highest general 
proficiency in the regiment in Cavalry 
training; use of the rifle, pistol, saber, 
machine rifle; combat firing; care and 
condition of animals and equipment; and 
interior economy. In each case the 
designation of the best troop in the regi- 
ment or separate squadron was made by 
the regimental or squadron commander 
on the basis of the organiaztion’s record 
covering the past nine months. 

The competing troops will not be as- 
sembled at a centrai Army post for the 
test. Instead, for the purpose of econ- 
omy and in order to avoid prolonged in 
terruption in their routirg training, 
troops will be tested at their home sta 
tion by a board of three Cavalry offi 
cers appointed by the local Cavalry com- 
mander. 

Inasmuch as the competition will in 
volve exercises in mobility, fire power 
and shock, Cavalry’s chief character 
istics, the test should prove to be of 
much interest 

The announcement of the winner will 
be made by General Crosby sometime 
after November 1 next.

\ AJ. GEN. ROBERT L. HOWZE, U. 

S. A., commanding the 5th Corps 
Area, one of the outstanding officers of 
the Army with a splendid record of com- 
bat service and in other activities, died 
at Columbus, Ohio, Sept. 19, following 
an operation. He leaves a widow, who 
is at Fort Hayes, Ohio. 

General Howze stood No. 5 on the 
seniority list of General Officers, and was 
recognized as one of the ablest officers 
in the Army. He was awarded a medal 
of honor won for gallantry in action 
against Sioux Indians, on the White river 
near the mouth of Little Grass creek, 
N. D., Jan. 1, 1891. His fine records in 
the Spanish War and in campaigning in 
the Philippines, in Mexico and with the 
A. E. F., are matters of history. While 
in the Philippines, General Howze, then 
a lieutenant colonel, 43rd U. s. Volunteer 
Infantry, was in command of the detach- 
ment that rescued Lieut. J. C. Gillmore, 
of the Navy, in 1899. 

He was awarded two silver star cita- 
tions by the War Department as follows: 
For gallantry in action against Spanish 
forces at the battle of Santiago, July 1, 
1898; for gallantry in action in the pur- 
suit of superior forces of the enemy, un- 
der the insurgent General Tinio, in north- 
ern Luzon, P. I. His World War decora- 
tions include the D. S. M.; French Croix 
de Guerre with palm; and French Legion 
of Honor (officer). 

General Howze was born at Overton, 
Texas, Aug. 22, 1864. He was graduated 
from the U. S. M. A. and assigned to the 
5th Cavalry June 11, 1888. Among other 
duties as a lieutenant of cavalry, Maj. 
General Howze prevented the warring 
Sioux tribes from escaping at Wounded 
Knee. 

General Howze during the World War 
commanded the 38th division in France 
to November 16, 1918; (Participated in 
the Meuse-Argonne operations October 
21 to 29, 1918); commanded the 3rd di- 
vision to August 24, 1919 (marched to 
the Rhine November 20 to December 9, 
1918); with the 3rd division on the Cob- 
lenz Bridgehead, Army of Occupation, to 
August 14, 1919. 

Rear Admiral William F. Fullam, U. 
S. N., Retired, a well known and dis- 
tinguished officer of the Navy, died at 
his home, 1713 18th St. N. W. Wash- 
ington, D. C., Sept. 23, 1926, from pneu- 
monia. Admiral Fullam was born in 
New York Oct. 20, 1855, and was grad- 
uated from the U. S. Naval Academy at 
the head of his class in 1877. 
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Admiral Fullam served in Navy ships” 


all over the world and was highly com- 
mended by superior officers. 

In 1917 he was ordered to command 
Patro! Force and later as commander of 
Division 2, Pacific Fleet. He received 
high commendation for preparing the 
Reserve Fleet for war service. Admiral 
C. McR. Winslow as commander-in-chief 
of the Pacific Fleet in July, 1916, wrote 
to the Navy Department that Admiral 
Fullam had displayed great zeal and 
persistence in accomplishing the partial 
manning of four armored cruisers with 
apprentices for training, making possi- 
ble their use on the Mexican coast. 

In the Spanish-American War he 
served on board the U. S. S. New Or- 
leans in the Santiago campaign, block- 
ade and bombardment of Santiago and 
San Juan. 

Admiral Fullam in 1907-09 was com- 
mandant of the U. S. Naval Training 
Station, Newport, R. I.; 1909-11 com- 
manded U.S. S. Mississippi and received 
three letters of commendation for the 
efficiency of that vessel; 1911-12 com- 
mandant of U. S. Naval Trzining Sta- 
tion, Great Lakes, Il.; 1913 aid to Secre- 
tary of the Navy. In i9i4 Admiral 
Fullam returned to the Naval Academy 
as Superintendent and was the first Su- 
perintendent to go to sea commanding 


the Naval Practice Squadron, Missouri, 
Idaho and Jllinois; in 1914 to Europe 


and again in 1915 to San Francisco, on 
which trip these were the first battle- 
ships to pass through the Panama Canal. 

Rear Admiral Fullam was a member of 
the Society of Colonial Wars as direct 
descendant of Jacob Fullam, killed in 
combat with an Indian chief in “Love- 
well’s Fight” with the Indians at Fryes- 
burg, Maine, on May 8, 1725. He re- 
ceived the degre of LL.D. from St. John’s 
College, Annapolis, in May, 1915. He 
is author or part author of a number of 
text-books and training books for the 
Navy and was senior officer of a board 
on Navy drill books. 

Admiral Fullam is survived by his 
widow and two daughters, Mrs. Emory 
Sands of Washington, and Mrs. Raymond 
Welch, of San Francisco. 


Col. George M. Grimes, Inz., U. S., on 
duty in the office of the Quartermaster 
General, Washington, D. C., was found 
dying in the bathroom of his apartment 
at 1869 Mintwood Place, Washington, D. 
C., on September 21, 1926, from a bullet 
wound in his head, expiring a few min- 
utes later. His wife discovered the body 
and summoned a doctor, but the colonel 
was then beyond recovery. The coroner 
issued a certificate of suicide. Col. 
Grimes at the time of his death was 
on sick leave and under treatment for 
his nerves, and at its expiration he was 
to have appeared before an army retir- 
ing board. 

Colonel Grimes was born at Fort Myer, 
Va., October 10, 1874, the son of the 
late Brig. Gen. George S. Grimes, U. 
S. A. His mother, widow and daughter, 
Miss Marion Grimes, survive. 

Col. Grimes enlisted in the Army as 
a private in the 2d Cavalry in June, 1896. 
In June, 1898, he was commissioned a 
second lieutenant of Infantry and saw 
service in the Spanish-American War 
and Philippine insurrection. 

During the World War Col. Grimes 
commanded the 314th Supply Train of 
the 89th Division at Camp Funston, and 
the 165th Depot Brigade in Camp Bowie. 
He later took a course in the Army War 
College, and his next assignment was 
as chief of staff of the 102d Division 
at Camp Dix, N. J. 


Lt. Kenneth L. Coontz, U. S. N., son 
of Rear Admiral Robert E. Coontz, U. 
S. N., died at the U. S. Naval Hospital, 
Washington, D. C., Sept. 22, 1926. Lieu- 
tenant Coontz has been seriously ill for 
a year. On Sept. 22, 1925, he was first 
admitted to the Naval Hospital at Mare 
Island, Calif.. for treatment. Shortly 
after, in October, 1925,, he was trans- 
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ferred to the Naval Hospital at Wash- 
ington, D. C. From then until his death 
he has alternating periods of compara- 
tively good health and serious _iilness 
during which time he had undergone 
several major operations. Burial was at 
Arlington following funeral services in 
the Church of the Covenant, Washington, 
D. C., September 24. 

Lieutenant Coontz was born in San 
Francisco May 5, 1897 while his father 
was on duty there. He was appointed 
to the United States Naval Academy in 
1913, 4nd was graduated in 1917. 

Lieutenant Coontz was married on 
May 6, 1924, to Miss Virginia Douglas 
Byars, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. 
Cloyd Byars, of Alcova, at Arlington, 
who survives with a son, Robert Joseph, 
and his parents, Admiral and Mrs. 
Coontz, and by his sister, Miss Bertha. 


Mrs. H. F. Hodges, who died in Lake 
Forest, Ill, on Sept. 8, 1926, was the 
wife of Maj.

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Comdr. Bartlett Named to 
Command Navy Aviation Unit 


LANS for the longest flight of the 
Navy’s new PN-10 flying boats from 
Philadelphia to the Canal Zone and prob- 
ably on to San Diego, Calif., will be 
finally completed on the return from 
Philadelphia of Comdr. Harold F. Bart- 


lett, U. S. N., whose selection to com- 
mand this new long-distance scouting 
unit of the Navy’s air forces was an- 


nounced on September 18. 

Following his inspection of the new 
craft which have just been completed, 
Comdr. Bartlett will take up with the 
department the details of the flight 
down the Atlantic Coast, which will give 
an excellent opportunity to demonstrate 
the flying radius and the navigability of 
the new craft. Prior to the start a num- 
ber of short test flights will be made, 
and in general the plans under consider- 
ation by the late Comdr. John Rodgers, 
whose death occurred on a trip of in- 
spection of these planes, which he was 
to have commanded, will be carried out. 

The primary object of the flight is to 
demonstrate the extent to which air- 
planes can be employed in long distance 
with the fleet and their mission will be 
for this duty with the Battle Fleet. Un 
officially it is believed that eventually 
the ban against another attempt to fly 
from the west coast of Hawaii will be 
lifted and these planes will be used. 

The selection of Comdr. Bartlett by 
the Navy Department is looked upon 
as a wise move, as he is one of the pio- 
neers in aviation and is well qualified to 
take command of these large flying 
boats. 

Comdr. Bartlett has been 
tor and pilot since 1914. He graduated 
from the Naval Academy in June, 1911, 
and his service since that time has in- 
cluded duty at sea on various battleships, 
as a pilot of planes and on catapulting 
planes from on board. 

During the World War he served with 
the British and French air forces abroad, 
going to France in August, 1917. He 
went through the British and French 
aerial gunnery and bombing schools, 
and from January to August, 1918, com- 
manded the Naval Aviation Advance 
Training School at Montchic, France. In 
August, 1918, he went to the northern 
bombing group and served with British 
Air Force Day and Night Bombing 
Squadron at the front, operating near 
Calais. He was awarded the Navy Cross 
for bombing raids against the enemy.

Life of Air and Sea Planes 
Generally From 3 to 5 Years 


THE life and length of usefulness of an 

airplane is as widely varied as is 
that of human beings, figures at the War 
Department show. 

No attempt has been made to ac- 
curately estimate the length of time that 
an airship should or can remain in use, 
as every few years brings such radical 
changes in the models and materials 
used. New metal planes last longer than 
the old wooden ones. 

Very much depends on the climate in 
which the plane is used and also the 


usage they get, and severe weather 
strains subjected to. Seaplanes must be 
kept completely varnished, with the 


wires greased or painted, or both. Other- 
wise the effect of salt water or salt air 
would be that woodwork would be worm- 
eaten, warped and rotted; the wires rusty 
and unsafe. 

In hot, dry climates it is sometimes 
necessary for the wooden portions of the 
planes to be dried and fitted at the sta- 
tion where the plane is to be used, as 
such material brought from other local- 
ities shrinks and deteriorates almost be- 
fore one’s eyes. The Army learned that 
on the Mexican Border. 

During the World War it was not pos- 
sible to ascertain how long a plane would 
last, as they actually did not have time 
to wear out. Transport planes usually 
wear longer than military planes, due to 
the hard usage and varying climates that 
the latter encounter. 

In general, for all types, the life of an 
airplane can be set at from three to five 
years. 


FONCK PLANE BURNED. 

Charles Clavier, radio operator, and 
Jacob Islamoff, mechanic, were burned 
to death, and Capt. Rene Fonck and Lieut. 
Lawrence W. Curtin, U. S. N., narrowly 
escaped a similar fate when the giant 
Sikorsky plane in which they hoped to 
cross the Atlantic Ocean crashed into a 
ravine before taking the air at West- 
bury, N. Y., September 21. Flames com- 
pletely destroved the aeroplane, and the 
bodies were not removed from the cock- 
pit until three hours after the accident, 
which Captain Fonck said was due to a 
broken landing gear. 


ARMY AIRMEN ESCAPE DEATH. 

First Lts. Harry C. Wiseheart and 
Charles L. Williams, A. C., U.S. A,, 
narrowly escaped death Sept. 17 when 
their planes crashed in mid-air during 
Waipahu Village, near 
Honolulu. Lt. Williams jumped and de- 
scended in a cane field by means of his 
parachute; Lt. Wiseheart managed to 
slide his plane to the ground = and 
escaped injury. Both machines were de- 
molished. 


SCHNEIDER CUP RACES OCT. 11.

Sale of Aviation Supplies by 
Army Air Corps is Allowed 


(({OMMANDING officers of Air Corps 

“ stations of the Army have been 
authorized to make emergency sales of 
aircraft fuel, oil, equipmént and supplies, 
and in emergencies to furnish mechanical 
service, temporary shelter and other as- 
sistance, for cash payments, in order 
that aircraft may continue to the nearest 
airport operated by a private enterprise. 
Complete engines, airplane wings and 
other major items of equipment will not 
be sold. 

Supplies sold and assistance furnished 
will be charged for at the fair market 
value prevailing locally. In cases where 
supplies are not available in 
nearby localities, supplies may be sold 
at cost price plus 10 per cent. Mechani- 
cal service furnished will be charged for 
on the same basis as the local rates for 
similar work. Where there are no local 
firms and the fair local price cannot be 
determined, such service will be charged

for at the rate of $1.25 per hour for 
each mechanic. Shelter may be fur- 
nished when available, at the rate of $1 


per day for single-engine airplane, and 
$3 per day for dual or multi-engine air- 
planes. 


Aviation Notes. 

| NITED STATES Air Mail Service 

' figures show that a forced landing 
because of engine trouble is made by the 
acroplanes in that service once in every 
100 flights. In daily service between 
New York and Chicago this would mean 
one forced landing in each 25 trips, it 
is pointed out, whereas, if three-motor 
planes of the same durability were used, 
the number of forced landings on ac- 
count of engine trouble would be reduced 
to one forced landing to each 3,333 
flights, or one to each 833 trips between 
New York and Chicago of the same 
average obtained. 


Engiand is giving some thought to the 
perfection of mooring masts for air- 
ships, as yet an. unsolved problem. The 
first attempt to moor an airship to a 
mast in that country was made in 1911, 
when the Naval Airship No. 1 was 
moored to a short mast at Cavendish 
Dock, Barrow-in-Furness. The cars were 
made watertight and the ship was floated 
on the surface of the water. 





The following interesting description 
of the recent successful test at Engle- 
wood, Calif., of bringing an airplane 
safely down by parachute has been re- 

‘ , 
ceived by the Navy Department from 
the Naval Air Station at San Diego: 

The parachute was stowed in a specially 
constructed compartment in the tail, neces- 
sitating moving the tail skid ferward about 
four feet. The releasing mechanism for 
the chute was similar to that used on the 
regular chutes. A flap was held in place 
by a number of short pins which were 
simultaneously pulled by the release. A 
board on top of the chute, to which hinges 
were attached, forced the chute well out 
of the compartment. 

A three-quarter inch wire was led around 
the rudder and along the back of the fusel- 
age, secured to the sling by means of a 
cam hook on the sling to permit the chute 


and wire to be released. The slings were 
shackled to the fittings and heavy wires 
leading to the front of the fuselage to 


take the strain of opening. 

When at an altitude of about 2,500 feet 
the chute was released. The action of open- 
ing seemed smooth and, as the chute opened, 
the plane assumed a nose-up position, fol- 
lowed immediately by nosing down. The 
plane sank flat for about 1,000 feet and 
then started a pendulum-like swing, this 
being due, the pilot stated, to gunning the 
plane to clear a farm house. 

The plane landed in the clear. Landing 
gear and lower wings were smashed, but 
the pilot was unhurt. The rate of drop was 
estimated at 48 feet per second.

and the regiment came into physical 
being and moved into its first home on 
the 23rd of June, 1921. 

At that time, the regiment had the 
norma! antiaircraft artillery organiza- 
tion, comprising Headquarters and Head 
quarters Battery, Service Battery, 2 
gun battalion and a machine gun bat- 
talion. Batteries A, B and C were the 
gun batteries, Battery D, the searchlight 
battery, and Batteries E, F, G and H 
machine gun batteries. Originally the 
regiment included approximately 11 of 
ficers and 700 enlisted men. 

Additional Gun Batteries Formed. 

Due to local conditions and the urgent 
need for more gun batteries, the 2nd 
Battalion was made into a gun battalion 
January 1}, 1922, Batteries FE, F and G 
becoming gun batteries and Battery H 
a searchlight battery. 

The regiment’s camp at Diamond 
Head was not exactly a home of luxury. 
Those who have been stationed in Hawaii 
will recognize the thick red dust that 
sifted through the tents during the dry 
season and the sea of mud that intrigued 
in wet weather. The regiment was not 
at all sorry, therefore, to receive or 
ders in January, 1922, to move into the 
cantonments at Fort Shafter, which it 
still occupies.

During the spring of 1924, the 
ment conducted a series of test firings 
and demonstrations for the MeNair 
Board, which was investigating the tac 
tical efficiency of the Service and the 
antiaireraft artillery.

Aceurate Antiaircrait Work. 

The regiment participated in Depart 
ment maneuvers in the fall of 1924 and 
in the Joint Army and Navy Exercises 
of the spring of 1925, at which times 
much was accomplished in developing 
the proper tactical employment, of anti- 
aircraft artillery and particularly in the 
initiation of new and more rapid methods 
of telephone communication to cope with 
the rapid operations of aircraft. 

During its various target 
with antiaircraft guns, machine guns and 
searchlights, the regiment has consist- 
ently led the way. It was one of the 
first units to fire at a sleeve towed by 
an airplane; it was the first to conduct 
such firings at night; it was the first to 
shoot down a sleeve with gun fire. In 
the present season (1926) all known rec- 
ords with antiaircraft guns and machine 
guns have been beaten, although but two

their practice at the present writing. 
The remaining batteries may make new 
history before the season is completed, 
for antiaircraft artillery efficiency is in- 
ercasing by leaps and bounds. 

Battery B (Guns) has made pel 
cent of hits in its night practice at an 
altitude of 7,200 feet and has further 
performed the unprecedented feat of 
shooting down four sleeves in 271 con- 
ecutive shots of record practice. Bat 
tery I scored an average of 13.58 per- 
cent of hits with .30 caliber machine 
guns on « low flying towed sleeve during 
its record practices, in which approxt- 
mately 64,000 rounds were fired. The 

archlight batteries have also main- 
tained the regiment’s prestige, success- 
fully discovering and illuminating bomb- 
at altitudes up to more than 
10,000 feet and in one instance discover- 
ine 2 DH-4 observation plane at 12,000 
feet and successfully following it through 
2 continuous series of nose dives and 
steep turns.

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FINANCIAL DIGEST. 


By a Market Expert. 

HILE, besides the loss of human 
life, millions of dollars were swept 
away by the hurricane which devastated 
Florida cities and towns, the prosperous 
condition of the country as a whole has 
led to the expectation in financial cir- 
cles that reconstruction will be begun 
without delay. The disaster differs from 
those of Chicago and San Francisco in 
that antiquated buildings were destroyed 
at those points while in Florida new 
buildings were razed or damaged. Seme 
of the great projects which featured the 
boom period have been seriously affected. 


Coral Gables, for example, having 
suffered, according to press dispatches, 
to the extent of $1,500,000. Miami 
also sustained a_ severe blow. But 
while losses will be borne by many 
speculators, they will be distributed 
throughout the country, and thus will 


prevent Florida from being a sore spot 
in the generally satisfactory economic 
condition. The railroads penetrating 
the Peninsula report only slight damage 
to tracks and equipment, but this will 
be more than offset by the increased 
revenue derivable from the added ship- 
ments of reconstruction materials. 

The railroads, generally, in fact, con- 
tinue to show the prosperity which for 
months past they have enjoyed. The 
Union Pacific, for example, reported an 
increase of $1,753,000 in August earn- 
ings. The revenue of the railroads of 
the Northwest will be dependent to a 
large extent upon the volume of corn 
shipments. The size of the corn crop 
admittedly is the unknown factor in es- 
timating the revenue of the St. Paul, 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific, Chi- 
cago and North Western, and Burlington. 
Three weeks of warm weather will bring 
a winter grain shipment above that of 
last year, and naturally the railroad of- 
flcials are watching the weather reports 
with close attention. 

Reports have been circulated that a 
tax of 50 per cent on undistributed in- 
come would be imposed upon the United 
States Steel Corporation unless it dis- 
tributed the surplus not required in its 
business. Chairman Gary, of the Steel 
Board, declared he had no information 
on this subject. Expectation that the 
surplus of the Corporation would be dis- 
tributed has been responsible for the ad- 
vance which occurred in the price of its 
common stock.

WILBUR CANCELS BOXING CARD. 
‘ANCELLATION of boxing carnival 
“ for the benefit of the Navy Relief 

Fund scheduled for the night of Sept. 
21, which was called off by orders from 
the Secretary of the Navy, has created a 
ttir in naval circles and especially 
among the personnel at the base. 

Protest against the bouts were filed 
with the Secretary by a delegation of 
Norfolk ministers and the orders can- 
celling them was the result. While 
there has been some criticism of the 
Secretary’s action, Department officials 
point out that it was necessary in view 
of the regulations covering such events. 

The following portions of a letter sent 
by the Secretary in reply to a number 
of protests against his order received 
from various prominent individuals, out- 
lines the departmental viewpoint and 
the reasons for the Secretary’s action in 
the matter: 

The Navy believes in encouraging box- 
ing among its personnel on a strictly ama- 
teur basis and under the supervision of 
officers who will keep out the professional 
and rowdy influences. There has been in 
the past a small fringe of semiprofessional 
fighters and promoters whe have attempted 
to attach themselves to the Navy boxing 
events, and to use the fact that the Navy 
encourages amateur boxing among its per- 
sonnel as an argument in favor of profes- 
sional pugilism. 

Naturally, the Navy has had to be very 
¢areful lest its real amateur boxing be 
used as a lever for unworthy purposes. 

Further, it has long been an established 
principle of the Navy Department to per- 
mit nething on its reservations which were 
against the laws of the States within whose 
territorial limits the Navy reservations lay. 

The Secretary then quotes the Gen- 
eral Order governing such events and 
Points out that the proposed meet vio- 
lated its provisions concerning observ- 
ance of the State law because an admis- 
sion tee was being indirectly charged.
